STANLEY MAKES 
WARM REPLY TO 
ED. P. MORROW

Plkevllle, Ky., October 4.— Defending 
his administration as Governor of Ken- 
tucky against the attacks of Edwin P. 
Morrow, Republican candidate tor that 
office. United States Senator Augustus 
Owsley Stanley, before a large audience 
In the Pike county courthouse thla aft- 
ernoon, delivered to Governor James D. 
Block's opponent a vigorous chastise- 
ment. 

He made a vigorous defense of his 
acts and then held Morrow In ridicule. 
It waa the moBt *cathing speech tiiar 
Stanley has delivered since when in his 
race four years ago he Hayed the iate 
Richard W. Knott. 

Senator Stanley opened with the 
statement that hi* administration need 
ed at this time no defense at his hands, 
declaring that the public of Kentucky, 
by their vote and in convention as- 
sembled, twice placed the seal of their 
approval upon that administration. 

"Were I guilty of all the malfeas- 
ance In office that he told you about; 
were I as bad a* he says 1 am, as 
wicked and corrupt and cruel, would 
the intelligent and discriminating elec- 
torate of Kentucky not long since have 
relegated me to the shades of private 
life? 

"Despite my sin*, however, accord- 
ing to Morrow, for nearly 20 years 1 
have continued to represent the voter* 
of Kentucky. As 1 look about me on 
the floor of Congress'and in the Sen- 
ate they all are gone whom you called 
to high office except me, dead or de- 
feated. The poor, foolish, beguiled 
public of Kentucky still continue* to 
turn Ed down and turn me up." 

Senator Stanley said that Mr. Mor- 
row seeks support not because he is 
worthy, but because he says I am not 
worthy of it. 

"He ho* not told you of anything he 
did." Stanley declared. "He ha* told 
you the things I did not do. The voters 
might excuae thi* effort to raise him- 
self by dragging another down if he 
were a candidate against me, but he is 
running against James D. Black, not 
Stanley. 

"Will he be any whiter by trying to 
blacken me Show me the man or wo- 
man who forever Is trying to cause him 
■elf or heraelf to be better by scandal- 
ising everybody elee in the neighbor- 
hood, aad 1 will show you a common 
gosalp, a person unlit to be Governor 
of Kentucky. 

After having read excerpts from 
Morrow'* Plkevllle speech, wherein the 
Stanley administration was charged 
with wanton, reckless expenditure of 
public funds and with fraudulent fa- 
vorltlam, resulting in the loss and 
waste of public money, Senator Stan- 
ley went into a lengthy explanation of 
the settlement of the Harkness tax 
ca*e and the employment of attorneys 
to secure a settlement of the Bingham 
tax case. 

He stated that he had for the past 
four year* made a fight against al- 
lowing Auditors' agent* and Sherlffb 
to collect back taxes. 

lie told of tho defcut of House Bill 
320 which would havt deprived them 
of this right, asserting that it wan 
beaten by the men who desired to con- 
tinue this practice over his protest. He 
asked what legislation Morrow ever 
had advocated to protect the state in 
any way. Senator Stanley made the 
declaration that the Governor haa no 
more authority to efhploy an attorney 
than any of his audience. 

In further telling of the framing and 
passing of the inheritance tax law un- 
der hi* administration Senator Stanley 
paid a tribute to Its author. Captain 
Reuben Hutchcraft, who, as a member 
of the Rainbow Division, met death in 
France. 

Text Book Board Defended. 

In discussion of the text books and 
the adoption by the commission he ap- 
pointed. Senator Stanley said that Mor- 
row had attacked only two books, the 
Grinstead Speller and Helxer'a Physi- 
ology, both of which were written by 
Kentucklans and published by Ken- 
tucklans. He asked if Morrow counts 
It wrong for Kentucklans to write and 
publish books. He said that Morrow 
had attacked the Helxer Physiology 
only because of mistakes in grammar, 
and he compared Morrow'* grammat- 
ical construction in the very speech in 
which the attack upon Helxer was 
made, provoking frequent laughter. 

He concluded discussion of the book 
matter with the declaration that "if 
Heizer's mistake* have made Kentucky 
laugh, as Morrow claims they have, 
Morrow is preparing to add to the mer- 
riment of nations. There are more mis- 
takes in one paragraph of Morrow than 
in a whole chapter of Helier." 

Senator Stanley asserted that Mor- 
row, more than any other man, is re- 
sponsible for the nonexistence to-day 
of a bipartisan Board of Control of 
Charitable institutions. It was Morrow, 
he said, who went Into Frankfort at 
midnight and organised a movement in 
the Legislature that resulted In the 
con80lldation of the Prison Board and 
the Board of Control and caused the 
Republican* to lose their seats.

It Is not at all com- 
plimentary to their intelligence that 
they will listen to such rot and go so 
far as to help break down the business 
of the country and destroy their own 
prosperity.

He was confronted with books 
he had written advocating anarchy and 
revolution. 

Harry A. Somers, editor of the KHz - 
abethtown News, at times spoken of 
as a gubernatorial possibility, says that 
Edwin P. Morrow Is springing 'Re- 
publican chestnuts' when he promise* 
that, if elected, he will "abolish a lot 
of usclesH offices."

Section 1. That there be, and there 
Is hereby, submitted to the qualified 
voters of the city of Louisa, at an 
election which Is hereby ordered to be 
hsld at the same time as the regular 
elctlon In the city of Louisa on No- 
vember 4, the following ques- 
tion:

therefor, payable Fifteen Thou- 
sand ($15,000) Dollars in one year.

All persons qual 
ifled under the constitution and laws 
of Kentucky to vote at said regular 
election In the city of Louisa shall be 
qualified to vote on the question of in 
currlng said Indebtedness. 

Section 2. If at said election, two 
thirds of the qualified voters of the 
city of Louisa, voting on said ques 
tlon, shall vote in favor of Incurring 
said Indebtedness, the City Council ot 
the city of Louisa shall provide by or 
dlnance, and shall provide for the levy 
and collection of an annual tax off of 
the owners of the lands, fronting and 
abutting the proposed paving herein 
before designated, each lot or portion 
of lot being separately assessed for the 
full value thereof, in proportion to the 
frontage thereof to the entire length of 
the whole Improvement, sufficient to 
cover the total expense of the work, 
but In no event shall the total ex- 
pense to any citizen or property hold- 
er exoeed fifty percentum of the value 
of the ground after such Improvement 
is made, excluding the value of build 
lngs and other Improvements upon the 
property so Improved. The City Coun 
cil shall by ordinance direct the pav 
ing of the streets of the city of Lou 
lsa with either vitrified blocks, brick,

Said bonds shall 
be In the denomination of $500.00 each, 
shall bear interest at the rate of ( per 
cent per annum and be payable at the 
Louisa National Bank, of Louisa, Ky.. 
and shall be numbered from 1 to 300, 
and shall be dated February 1. 1980, 
and each bond shall have the proper 
Interest coupons attached, and shall be 
exempt from municipal taxation by 
(he city of Louisa. 

The bonds will be signed by the 
Mayor and countersigned by the City 
Clerk, and shall bear the seal of the 
city, attested by the City Clerk. The 
Interest coupons may be signed by 
lithographic signatures of the Mayor 
and the City Clerk. All moneys aris- 
ing from the sale of said bonds pro- 
vided for herein shall be kept by the 
City Treasurer in a separate fund to 
be known as the "Street Improvement 
Fund" and the treasurer shall be re- 
sponsible therefor on his official bond, 
and shall pay out of the said funds all 
orders which the city council shall di- 
rect paid for any street improvement 
provided for herein, and shall keep all 
money accruing or arising under the 
provisions hereof In the same manner 
and subject to all the regulations re- 
garding other moneys of the city, ex- 
cept that he shall keep a separate ac- 
count of the same, and credit all In- 
terest arising therefrom to said "Street 
Improvement Fund/' and said City 
Treasurer shall be responsible under 
his official bond as City Treasurer, for 
the money accruing and received by 
him hereunder, snd for the faithful 
performance of the duties herein re- 
quired of him. 

All property fronting or abutting or 
bordering upon said improvement, pav- 
ing— with the Incidental guttering,

by ths vote of two- thirds of the mem- 
bers elect "f said council. 

Section 4. The assessments herein 
provided for under the provisions 
hereof, together with the Interest ac- 
cruing thereon, shall be a Hen upon 
the property fronting or abutting or 
bordering upon the streets or Improve- 
ment, from the date of the passage or 
the ordinance ordering ths Improve- 
ment made, and shall remain a Hen un- 
til fully paid off. Including interest and 
cost, having precedent over all other 
Hens; and said Hens shall not be de- 
feated or postponed by any judicial 
sale, or by mistake In the description 
of the property or In the names of the 
owners thereof. 

Section 6. All money received from 
the assessment herein provided for 
shall be apportioned, upon the order of 
the city council, to the payment of the 
Interest and to the redemption of the 
bonds which may be Issued for the 
Improvements herein proved for. 

Section «. The owner of lots or 
parts of lots of land, may at any time 
after the onseasment for a street im- 
provement Is made, pay off In full the 
whole amount provided for the pay - 
msnt of said city taxes, and the Ilea 
herein established shall be satisfied by 
such payment, or If any owner or own- 
ers shall divide his property so that 
the number of feet fronting the Im- 
provement Is separated In small lota 
or tracts, the Hen may be discharged 
In like manner upon any one or more 
of the separate lots or tracts by pay- 
ment of the amount thereon, or the 
Hen may be apportioned to the new- 
owner or ownrs by the city clerk 
calculating by the rate of feet front of 
such lot or lots or parcels to the front 
foot of the original tracL 

Section 7. It is deemed necessary 
that ths city of Louisa Incur an In- 
debtedness of One Hundred and fifty 
Thousand ($160,000) Dollars aa herein 
provided, as the payment of such in- 
debtedness can not be met by said 
city without exceeding Lts annual In- 
come and revenue for the year of 1919 
and 1920, or for many years thereaf- 
ter. 

Section 8. The City Clerk Is dir. ri- 
ed to cause this ordinance to be pub- 
lished In one or both of the official 
newspapers of the city tor at least two 
weeks Just proceeding the day of the 
regular election In November, lilt, and 
shall deliver a certified copy of this 
ordinance to the County Court Clerk 
of Lawrence county thirty days prior 
to the said regular election In Novem- 
ber, 1919. 

Section 9. This ordinance shall take 
effect Immediately after it Is signed, 
recorded and published as required by 
law.
